OBITUARY,
Don Miguel, ex-King of Portugal.

Don Maria Evanst Miguel, ex-Kiog of Porto-
gal, whose death is announced by the cable, was
boin at Lisbon, October 26, 1803, He was the
third son of King John VI, and when gix- years
old foilowed his parents to Brazil, where, in
consequence of his education being altogether
neglected, he soon exhibited signs of the worst
charascter. He returned to Portugal in 1821,
being unable to read and to write, At the in-
stigation of his mother, he placed - himaelf at the
bend of the clerieal and absolotist party, On
June 2, 1823, he headed an unsuccessiul tnsur-
rection against his father,

He was pardoned, made another insurreo-
tiopary attempt in 1822, was again pardoned,
and even appointed Generulissimo of the Portu-
gese army. Sooun after the asspssination or the
wost intimate counselor of the King, the Mar-
quis of Boule, be started u thied insurrection
(April 80, 1824), 1mprisoued the Ministers, and
expelled his father, who owed the restoration of
his rule oulg to the vigorous interference of the
lorelgu ambassadors., Don Miguel, banished
together with his mother, by a decres of May
12, withdrew 1o Paris, and jater to Vi when
he showed o greac admirstion of the po of
l?:m e th of King Joh

ter Lhe death of King John VI, the Jegd

mite heir, Don Pedro, Bmperor of Braxil, oeb‘u-
the throne of Portugal to s daughter, Mans
La Gloria, whose hand, fogether with the title
of Regent, he offered to Don Mignel., The latter
acoepled, and after long hesitation, consented
to take an oath upon the Conatitution. Soon
however, he dismissed the Qortes, and pom

te ael proclaimed King of Portuzal by a part of
the constituent Cortes. Al the same tge he
repudiasted the plan of & marringe with his
nlece, who was rroventod from Isnding, and
compelled to ropair to Bugland, The partisans
ol Donua Muria were conquered, and only malie-
tuined atithe fsland of Terceira, The brief

ol Don Miguel was signalized by the [rossest
abuses, and the army and the fnanees were in
